HUMBOLDT -— Several weeks 
into the school year, Humboldt 
County’s health officer is report- 
ing that there has been only a 
“handful” of in-school COVID-19 
transmissions. 

During a September 
29 news conference, 
Health Officer Dr. 
Ian Hoffman updat- 
ed the status of local 
COVID-19 spread. 

The county is 
coming down from 
a COVID-19_ surge’s 


peak but Hoffman said but that was due to La- 
hospitalizations, which Dr. lan P. bor Day and other end- 
had tapered along with Hoffman of-summer activities. 


case counts, increased 
during the week preceding the 
news conference. 

The situation is less intense 
than it was at its peak last month, 
however, and schools haven’t seen 
the outbreaks that some feared. 

In-school transmissions 
have been “extremely low,” said 
Hoffman, with the “overwhelm- 
ing majority” of them linked to 
sources outside of classrooms. 

“We’re not seeing huge out- 
breaks and we're not seeing lots

of schools or classrooms shut 
down,” he continued. “We ‘re not 
recommending that classrooms 
shut down even if they have a 
positive case — we're working 
closely with them to identify who 
those exposures were and keep 
kids in schools through testing 
and appropriate mod- 
ified quarantine mea- 
sures.” 

Hoffman add- 
ed that there were 
many COVID-19 cas- 
es detected in schools 
during the first two 
weeks or so of classes 


The Delta variant 
strain of the virus drove a sum- 
mertime surge that’s starting to 
taper. It’s been the most intense 
phase of the pandemic and Delta 
is still a dominant strain. 

But Hoffman said it’s now 
past its peak. 

There’s a caveat, however. No 
one knows how the virus will 
evolve and Hoffman noted the 
bump-up in hospitalizations.

the next weeks or months, with some 
“bouncing around.” 

The intensity of the August peak is 
unlikely to return, Hoffman contin- 
ued — unless another variant emerg- 
es, vaccination stalls and/or “policy 
changes” that increase risk are made. 

All three of those factors coincid- 
ed during late spring and summer, 
as Delta ascended and a statewide 
“reopening” encouraged a return of 
social life. 

Vaccination plateaued and its 50 
percent-ish population protection 
was countered by the Delta strain’s 
shockingly effective ability to spread. 

Hoffman noted another disturbing 
trend. In the early stages of the pan- 
demic, younger age groups were much 
less likely to get seriously ill or die. 

But “with each successive wave,” 
younger people are increasingly be- 
coming sicker and the age threshold 
for deaths is lower. 


When the Alpha variant peaked 
in April and May, people in their 50s 
were more seriously affected and ac- 
counted for more deaths than previ- 
ously seen. 

“Now, we're seeing that happening 
to even younger people — we’re seeing 
people in their 40s and 50s dying and 
many people in their 20s and 30s get- 
ting hospitalized,” Hoffman said. 

He added that hospitalizations and 
deaths among fully vaccinated people 
have “entirely been in an older age 
group with people who have underly- 
ing medical conditions.” 

Vaccine protection has a time limit 
though. 

The week before the news confer- 
ence, booster shots for the Pfizer vac- 
cine got federal approval. 

Hoffman reported that people 65 
years old and up who got their second 
shots six months ago are recommend- 
ed to “go get a booster now.” 

The same applies to people ages 18 


and up who have medical conditions and 
people who work in “high risk settings.” 

Another niche group is people who 
have compromised immune systems 
and Hoffman said they should get 
booster shots as soon as 28 days after 
their second shots. 

Data on the necessity of boost- 
ers for the Moderna and Johnson & 
Johnson vaccines will be developed 
“in the coming weeks or months,” 
Hoffman said. 

Also in the works is approval of 
Pfizer vaccination for children ages 
five to 11. 

During September, the county con- 
firmed 1,444 COVID-19 cases. The 
month saw 59 hospitalizations and 
there were 23 deaths. 

In August, there were 2001 con- 
firmed COVID-19 cases, 98 hospital- 
izations and 22 deaths. 

About 56 percent of the county’s 
population was fully vaccinated as of 
the end of last week.

suspect, a 54-year-old 
male, who had serious in- 
juries to his face. The male 
was transported to an out- 
of-area hospital in critical 
condition. 

Through further inves- 
tigation, deputies learned 
that the suspect ap- 
proached the victim inside 
the bar and began shoot- 
ing at the victim. Bystand- 
ers inside the bar subdued 
the suspect, detaining him 
until peace officers’ arrival. 
At some point during this 
incident, the suspect also 
received serious injuries. 

No other patrons of the 
bar were injured as a result 


of this incident. The rela- 
tionship between the sus- 
pect and victim is unknown 
and currently under inves- 
tigation at this time. 

Due to the pending in- 
vestigation and_ serious 
nature of his injuries, the 
suspect has not been ar- 
rested at this time and his 
identity is being withheld. 

The Humboldt Coun- 
ty Sheriffs Office Major 
Crimes Division is investi- 
gating this incident. 

Anyone with informa- 
tion is asked to call the 
Humboldt County Sheriff's 
Office at (707) 445-7251 or 
the Sheriffs Office Crime 
Tip line at (707) 268-2539. 
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On the evening of the 
assault, Killebrew arrived 
at the residence uninvited 
and asked to use the vic- 
tim’s restroom. Once inside 
the residence, Killebrew 
reportedly withdrew a fire- 
arm, threatened to kill the 
victim and sexually assault- 
ed her. Killebrew then stole 
a large amount of cash from 
the victim prior to fleeing 
the residence in a vehicle. 

Deputies on patrol in the 
area of U.S. Highway 101 
and School Road located 
Killebrew’s vehicle travel- 
ing on Highway 101.

Again, Baysiders plead for Old Arcata Road users to drive at safe speeds 


olson, long-time Bayside resident and daily walker 

along Jacoby Creek Road. Paul has been increasing- 
ly concerned about dangerous speeding along the road, and 
has been working to do something about it. And, amazingly, 
local government has responded quickly and efficiently to 
his requests for help. Here is the story from Paul himself: 

There is a dangerous problem along 
Jacoby Creek Road with speeding and 
unsafe passing, especially in the mile 
long straight stretch at the start of the 
road. The road is so straight because it 
was originally a railroad line built to log 
the area years ago. 

There are many walkers, joggers and 
bicycle riders and there is no shoulder 
in many places. The posted speed lim- 
it is 35 mph, but many vehicles exceed 
this, often by a lot. 

Icontacted CHP and learned that the 
road was last surveyed around 2002. A 
current survey was requested so radar

could be run. 

I recently had some signs made “Drive 35 mph — Leave 
10 seconds earlier” and 15 residents along the road agreed 
to have them placed on their property. This is a remind- 
er to all drivers that speeding does not save much time! 
Approximately 30 residents called CHP to complain about 
the speeders. 

I saw acar parked along Jacoby Creek Road on Wednes- 
day, Sept. 29 at 11 a.m. so I stopped to ask if he was doing 


a survey. He said yes and that there is definitely a prob- 
lem on this road. I asked why the survey could not be done 
early morning or late afternoon when people are driving 
faster going to and from work, but was told that the survey 
had to be done mid-day and that 100 vehicles had to be 
recorded in each direction. 

The survey was almost complete when I stopped by, 
an indication that there is quite a bit more traffic that one 


might guess for a rural road. 

I walk this section of Jacoby Creek Road every day with 
my dog, and I’ve gotten pretty good at estimating vehicle 
speeds by watching the speed readouts on the monitor lo- 
cated about a quarter mile from the junction. 

When the last vehicle he needed to record was coming 
towards the surveyor, I said “I can tell you how fast they are 
driving” and estimated 44 mph. He said, “You are right!” 

So I know that people regularly drive 50 to 60 mph on 
this narrow rural road. I also know that the signs that were 
recently put along the roadway have slowed the traffic, but 
it probably won’t last. 

I have heard of two cats, one buck and the momma wild 
turkey that were all killed by vehicles recently. The mom- 
ma wild turkey’s three babies have survived and they now 
reside in the 2800-3000 blocks of Jacoby Creek Road. 
Please slow for them! And for the numerous pedestrians, 
joggers and bicycle riders, especially children going to and 
from school. 

People have told me they were almost hit head-on pull- 
ing from their driveway when one vehicle was passing an- 
other. This is so dangerous and unnecessary. 

To finalize the survey, rumble strips will be placed 
across the road to get a traffic count. There is discussion 
of placing 35 mph signs about halfway down Jacoby Creek 
Road to advise drivers about the speed limit. CHP may be 
running radar soon. 

But, as the signs say, “Leave 10 seconds earlier” to keep 
our community safe. Or even 15 seconds, or a minute! 
Whatever the case, you really cannot make up time on this 
residential roadway.

HDSO letter sent two weeks ago, 
I feel compelled to reach out to all 
the Board of Supervisors. I know 
how passionate you are when it 
comes to public safety issues in 
our county. Your support for law 
enforcement and the Sheriff's Of- 
fice has been much appreciated 
over the years. That is why I feel 
it is important to update you on 
the current staffing situation at 
the Sheriffs Office and to request 
your immediate support to fix this 
problem. 

Since June of 2020 the Sher- 
iffs Office has had 21 deputy sher- 
iffs, 18 correctional deputies, and 
three community services officers 
leave the department due to resig- 
nation, seeking employment else- 
where, or retirement. 

I currently have deputies, cor- 
porals, lieutenants, and a captain 
who are actively applying for em- 
ployment opportunities at other 
agencies. Presently, we have 18 
deputy sheriff, 15 correctional 
deputy and three community ser- 
vices officer vacancies. 

I currently have eight deputy 
Sheriff recruits in the Police Acad- 
emy and am actively recruiting 
more; however, deputy recruits 
require 10 months training prior 
to being authorized to work solo 
as a deputy sheriff. Simply put, we 
can’t hire enough people to keep 
up with the demand. The current 
failure rate of a deputy recruit is 
50 percent. 

Because of this crisis, we are 
actively doing everything possible 
to recruit community members to 
join our team and become a dep- 
uty sheriff. For the last several 
years we have been hiring civil- 
ians to send to the police acade- 
my. This program has seen some 
limited success; however, it is 
proving to be impossible to over- 
come our 20-deputy sheriff deficit 


by simply hiring deputy sheriff re- 
cruits. Because of this, I have im- 
plemented the following changes: 

We have revamped our entire 
recruiting strategy to focus on 
lateral hires and deputy sheriff I 
candidates. 

We have hired an outside mar- 
keting firm to advertise all around 
the state to target people that 
are interested in working for the 
Humboldt County Sheriff's Office. 

We have put a Sergeant 
in charge of recruitment 
and a background team. 

We have purchased a 
new background software 
to speed up the lengthy 
background process. Typ- 
ically, the deputy hiring 
process takes three to four 
months to complete. This 
new software will cut that 
time in half. 

We have established 
a recruiting team that is 
traveling the state actively re- 
cruiting at the academies. The re- 
cruiting team is also going to local 
events, engaging with community 
members to join our team. 

We are offering a $12,000 hir- 
ing bonus to recruit lateral deputy 
sheriffs. 

Despite all these changes, try- 
ing to get to full staffing continues 
to be an immense challenge. 

Per the HDSO MOU, sher- 
iffs deputies are supposed to be 
working a 10-hour patrol shift, as 
research shows that 8 to 10-hour 
patrol shifts are the healthiest 
shifts to work. 

However, due to our staffing 
crisis, I have declared a staffing 
emergency and instituted a 12- 
hour patrol shift for deputies. 
This emergency scheduling has 
also forced me to cut back services 
throughout the organization. 

The following assignments are 
NOT currently being filled due to 
inadequate staffing:

In addition to these above po- 
sitions, I must reduce our patrol 
services to the contract cities of 
Trinidad and Blue Lake. In the 
coming contract negotiations, 
both Trinidad and Blue Lake will 
no longer have a full-time patrol 
deputy actively patrolling in these 
jurisdictions. 

The Sheriff's Office will still pa- 
trol and respond to incidents in 
the contract cities when staffing 
allows, however, due to the lack of 
staffing we can no longer supply a 
dedicated patrol deputy to their 
cities. 

The staffing emergency further 
complicates our efforts to address 
an alarming rise of crime in Hum- 
boldt County. Crime statistics 
show that violent crime has dra- 
matically increased. 

To compare the crime statis- 


tics from January through August 

2019 to January-August 2021 we 

have seen the following increases: 
¢ Homicide: + 600 percent 

¢ Rape:+ 92 percent 

* Burglary: + 8 percent 

¢ Felony arrest: + 28 percent 

¢ Felony reports: + 20 percent. 

* Calls for service: + 5 percent 

¢ Due to rising crime, we are ex- 
periencing an increased workload 
of calls coupled with a 20 percent 
staffing shortage. This has a di- 
rect and obvious effect on morale. 
When departing deputies were 
given the opportunity to provide 
an exit interview, most deputies 
claimed the reason why they were 
leaving the job was for higher pay, 
better benefits, and better work- 
ing conditions. 

Deputies are keenly aware 
of the pay increases that other 
Northern California jurisdictions 
have experienced in the past 2 
years. Mendocino, Shasta and 
Lake County Sheriffs deputies 
have received 20 percent+ pay in- 
creases. The City of Arcata is giv- 
ing a 17 percent increase and the 
City of Eureka is giving a 15 per- 
cent increase to their employees. 

Recently, I learned we had 
eight deputy sheriffs apply for a 
single security guard position at 
the local PG&E Power Plant be- 
cause PG&E pays $10 more an 
hour with much less stress and re- 
sponsibility than a deputy sheriff 
position. There have always been 
discussions about how much dep- 
uties make in overtime. 

I have been having deputies 
work overtime on nights, week- 
ends, and holidays to ensure there 
are deputies to cover for emergen- 
cy calls for service. If HCSO was 
fully staffed, the overtime budget 
could be dramatically reduced. 

Two years ago, I brought a simi- 
lar emergency staffing situation to 
the attention of your board. That 
issue had to do with emergency 
staffing for our Emergency Com- 


munications Center. At the time, 
we had lost several dispatch em- 
ployees and there were only four 
out of the 10 dispatcher positions 
filled. Your board took immediate 
action to provide an emergency 
pay increase for the dispatchers, 
making them some of the top paid 
dispatchers in the county. 

Since your board’s actions, we 
have filled all of our dispatch po- 
sitions, becoming fully staffed. I 
believe the pay increase had a di- 
rect effect on the recruitment and 
retention of these vital positions. 

The Sheriffs Office has not 
been this understaffed since the 
passage of Measure Z. My appeal 
is that the county needs make 
their #1 priority the retention of 
the fully trained and quality depu- 
ty sheriffs that are working at the 
Sheriff's Office. 

The county needs to put value 
where the community prioritiz- 
es the most, public safety. The 
Sheriffs Office cannot be pro- 
active in providing professional 
law enforcement services if we 
are consistently 20 percent un- 
derstaffed. I firmly believe if the 
county chooses to pay these dep- 
uties what they are worth, laterals 
will start applying with the Sher- 
iff's Office. 

I urge you to please take im- 
mediate action to increase the pay 
and benefits for our correction- 
al deputies and deputy sheriffs. 
Without a qualified fully staffed 
Sheriff's Office, we will not be able 
to provide the level of service nec- 
essary to maintain safety here in 
Humboldt County. 

As always, I am available any 
time to speak to you and to go 
over any further ideas you may 
have concerning this staffing cri- 
sis. Thank you for your time and 
I will update you on this issue in 
the coming months.

SACRAMENTO - At a virtual public meeting last week, 
the California State Park and Recreation Commission voted 
to rename a state park to honor the place name used by the 


Yurok people since time immemorial. 


The commission voted unanimously to rename Patrick’s 
Point State Park to Sue-meg State Park. The action is one 
example of how California State Parks is reviewing con- 
tested place names, monuments and interpretation across 
the State Park System as part of the Reexamining Our Past 
Initiative. This is a larger project within California state 
government to identify and redress discriminatory names 
of features attached to the state parks and transportation 


systems. 


“California State Parks applauds the California State Park 
and Recreation Commission’s approval to rename Patrick’s 
Point State Park to Sue-meg (“Sue-meh”) State Park,” said 
California State Parks Director Armando Quintero. “This is 
the first park name change as part of the state’s Reexamin- 
ing Our Past Initiative and is a momentous step to heal re- 
lationships with Native Americans and working together in 
recognition and honor of indigenous cultural and linguistic 


relationships.”
